Dr. K. seen 
meeting Dayan

The Cabinet yesterday appointed 
Defence Minister Moshe Dayan as 
Israel's representative at the “‘dis-

Cabinet Secretary Michael] Arnon 
said the timing of Mr. Dayan's trip 
was still to be worked out with 
Washington.

Mr. Dayan is to be accompanied 
to Washington by an army general 
whose identity has not been dis- 
closed.

‘First half of 1974

In reply to Syrian artillery bomb- 
ardments directed against Israell 
forces on the Golan Heights for 
the past week, Israel yesterday 
launched a heavy counterattack, 
destroying at least two Syrian tanks 
and inflicting damage on several 
ΤΟΙ ΔΥ concentrations northeast of 
Kuneitra, some four kilometres be- 
yond the October cease-fire lines. 

There were no Israeli casualties, 
the Army Spokesman said. The three- 
hour exchange of fire started at 
10 o'clock in the morning. 

A Syrian spokesman said four 
Syrian soldiers were killed and 12 
others wounded as a result of the 
clash. This was the first time since 
the war that Syria has admitted 
to losing men. 

The exchange began yesterday 
Morning when heavy artillery fire 

was directed at Israeli positions 
along the entire perimetre of ‘the 
bulge captured in the October war, 
as well as against an Israeli po: 
tion at Tel Farris, a poation! t- 
Kilometres inside the pre-Octobcr 
War line near the Rafid junction. 

The area which bore the brunt 
of the Syrian shelling was the 
Dorthern sector of 'the bulge around 
Mazrat Belt Jann, where hundreds 
of shells feli near Israeli positions 
during the morning. Other areas

shelled were Jaba, Harpa, Halas, 
Tel Shams, Mar and Tel Shaar. 

Israeli guns opened up in reply 
almost immediately, directing fire 
against Syrian artillery batteries 
along the entire front, and against 
several military installations near 
the cease-fire lines. The deepest tar- 
get was about seven kilometres over 
the border in the central sector 
northeast of Kuneitra. 

Destroyed by Israeli fire were two 
tanks five kilometres north of Tel 
Shams, and several anti-tank and 
infantry positions along the front. 
Fires could be seen by spotters in 
the area. Israeli forces — for the 
first thme since the shellings started 
last week -— expended hundreds of 
rounds of ammunition in what seems 
to signal the end of a policy of 
“passive resistance’ adopted by 
Israel in the hope that restraint 
on her part would lead to a general 
de-escalation prior to the disengage- 
ment talka scheduled to open in 
Washington,

Conscripts 
to get rise 


Jerusalem Poat Knesset Reporter 

Soldiers doing compulsory Army 
service will get a relatively large 
pay increase commencing April 1, 
if, as is expected, the Ministers of 
Defence and of Finance approve a 
recommendation of the Knesset body 
responsible. 

A joint committee of the Knesset 
Finance Committee and the Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee, 
which was asked on Friday to vote 
an increase in privates’ pay from 
1142 monthly to IL57, decided to 
go much better than the proposal 
from tbe Defence aud the Finance 
Ministries and recommend IL75. 

Nowadays, lowest-rank cons- 
cripts get 142 and highest-rank 
get IL48.50. The Defence and Fi- 
pance Ministers suggested a range 
of TL57 to 11.100. (A conscript can 
reach a rank as high as captain.) 
The Knesset body suggested a range 
of IL75 to ILS with a view to 
keeping the pay gap narrow. 

The Army had felt that soldiers 
would be encouraged to take cour- 
ses, and dasume more responsibility, 
if they Imew they could reach a 
pay cetling as high as 1.100 month- 
ly. The Knesset body suggested rai- 
sing ‘the floor and lowering the

Latin America joins the arms race: 
USS. loses out to USSR, Europe 


BUENOS AIRES (AP). — The big 

countries of Latin America are 
packing in new military firepower 
at a rapid rate, mostly from Zu- 
rope and the Soviet Union. 

Efforts in Washington to control 
arms sales recently have led many 
governments 'to buy more expensive 
and more sophisticated weaponry 
elsewhere and to make new friend- 
ships in the process, experts say. 

Governments pay either hard cash 
or trade, generally shimning cast- 
off U.S. equipment for supersonic 
fighters, new tanks and misalles from 
other sources. 

The Soviet Union, long installed 
in Cuba, has sold perhaps 200 tanks 
‘to Peru and, according to Western 
intelligence sources, has also sent 
Peru technicians as the frat Russian 
Military advisers on the continent. 

There are more than 600 war- 
planes already in South America 
alone, as officers shop for more in 
Paris, London, Moscow and Ottawa, 
as well as in Washington.

Food: The other crisis 


WASHINGTON (AP), — The 
world's cupboard js nearly bare. 


U.S. government officials, from 
President Nixon on down, publicly 
talk of the food problem and the 
enerzy crisis as twins. Food is the 
other crisis. 

Nixon's administration is uncer 
tain how to deal with it. The U.S. 
Congress is divided. For the imme- 
diate future, only good weather and 
good luck can help. 

Symptoms of the situation are 
widespread. U.S. grocery prices went 
up 145 per cent last year. The 
Agriculture Department predicts 
they will rise another eight to 15 
per cent this year, while Sen. George 
McGovern (Democrat-S, Dakota) 
foresees a 30 per cent increase. 

Faced with higher prices, Amer- 
icans trimmed their grocery buying 
more sharply last year than at any 
time in the previous 40 years. They 
tightened their belts and ate less 
meat, fish and poultry. 

Wheat prices rose from less than 
$1.50 a bushel before the 1972 Rus- 
sian wheat sale to $2.50 last July 
and up to $6 recently. American 
farm income hit a record $26 billion 
last year, and farmers continued 
bidding up the price of crop land 
and new farm machinery. 

In the commodity markets, grain 
futures gyrated wildly. Overseas, 
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famine claimed the Hives of thou- 
sands in central Africa. Grain, short- 
ages loom in India, where U.S. Am- 
bassador Patrick Moynihan is pre- 
dicting famine within the coming 


months. 

According to official estimates, 
this summer’s crops will more than 
feed the world’s i and in- 
creasingly affluent population, leav- 
ing enongh to begin seve- 
tely depleted food reserves. 

But this is no more than an edu- 
cated guess, based on a number of

Writer charges Soviet 
violates authors’ rights 


MOSCOW. — Poet and film scenar- 
ist Alexander Galich, expelled from 
offictal artistic unions three years 
ago, has charged that the 
Soviet Union was violating inter- 
national conventions by showing his 
films without his name on the cre- 
dits. 

The latest incident, Galich said, 
came when Moscow Television 
showed a Franco-Soviet co-produc- 
tion — on which he had worked — 
during last week's visit by Pres- 
ident Georges Pompidou of France. 

In the credits of the film “Third 
Youth,” wrote Galich in an open 
letter to the International Pen Club, 
“my mame was again cut out, but 
this time they also cut out the 
mame of my French co-author, Paul 
Andreotta.” Copies of the letter 
were made available to Western

Iran ambassador in Holland 
leaves after student protest 


AMSTERDAM (UPI). — Iranian 
Ambassador Abbas Farzanegan flew 
to Teheran yesterday after he and 
his diplomatic staff had been re- 
called by their government follow- 
ing an anti-Iranian demonstration. 

At the airport he told newsmen 
he was not leaving in protest 
against the incident of March 8 
when 20 Iranian students invaded 
his embassy grounds at Wassenaar, 
outside The Hague. 

“It is rather as a consequence 
of this and to express great dis- 
satisfaction at the way the sus- 
pected persons had the opportunity 
to misuse the sanctity of the court- 
room in order to make propaganda 
for their dishonest cause,” ‘the said. 

The students said they were pro- 
testing recent alleged political ex- 
ecutions in Iran, Similar demonstra- 
tions were staged at the Iranian 
embassies in Stockholm and Brus- 
sels the same day. 

The students involved in the Was- 
senaar incident were sentenced to 


four days in jail. 


Farzanegan said the ataff mem- 
bers and their families would leave 
for Teheran within the next few 
days and that only one embassy 
employee, who was not a diplomat, 
would stay on. 

“Our departure does not mean 
the breaking of diplomatic rela- 
tions. The embassy continues to 
exist but will not function,” he said. 

Dutch officials quoted an Iranian 
foreign ministry spokesman in Te- 
heran as saying the ambassador and 
his staff were no longer safe in 
The Hague. 

The ambassador said Iran had 
protested to the Dutch government 
because of its failure to take ade- 
ghate security measures or suffi- 
ciently punish those who had in- 
vaded the embassy. 

Premier Joop Den Uyl Friday ex- 
pressed his “deep regret” over the 
incident.

BEIRUT (AP). — A little known 
group of Arab terrorists calling it- 
self the “Orgenizstion of National- 
ist Arab Youth for the Liberaion 
of Palestine” said yesterday it was 
responsible for the abortive attempt 
to hijack a Dutch jetliner at Beirut 
Airport last Thursday. 

Three leading Lebanese newspa- 
pers published the text of a “note 
of warning" addressed to the Le- 
banese authorities by the terrorists. 
Copies of the note were slipped 
under the doors of the newspapers 
by Uninvtentided persons, the papers 
The note warned Lebanese author- 
ities against “inflicting any harm'” 
on the six arrested on Thursday in 
connection with the unsuccessful hi- 
jack attempt. 

It said the hijack attempt was 
meant to ‘communicate to the Arab 
states that surrendered to America 
‘the rejection of the Palestinian 
people of lifting the oil embargo 
against the U.S. and Holland.” 

‘The hijack, it said, was also ori- 
ginally intended to win the release 
of (Palestinian) “terrorists detained 
in Amsterdam.” 

One of the six arrested was seized 
while trying to smuggle explosives 
onto the Boeing 747 for the hijack, 
officials said.

terranean sources of hot water or 
brine, but the New Mexico experi- 
ments, organised by a group from 
the Los Alemos scientific laboratory, 
are an attempt to exploit a much 
vaster resource — hot dry rocks. 
The technique they have devised 
ts absurdly simple. They will drill 
a hole into the hot granite and 
then form a fractured region around 
the foot of the hole by pumping in 
water at high pressure. Finally, they 
will drill from the surface a second 
hole to intersect with the fractured 
region. If the idea works, cold water 
pumped down the first hole will 
circulate through the hot fractured 
rock and return through the second 
hole several hundred degrees hotter. 
At the surface the steam produced 
will ‘be used to generate electricity 
through conventional steam turbines. 
So far the Los Alamos team, led 
by Dr. Morton C, Smith, has shown 
that it is possible to drill into the 
hot rock and fracture it by pump- 
ing water down.

also works. If it does, one of the 
simplest ideas ever dreamed up will 
have provided a new energy source 
of unprecedented size. In theory the 
technique could be applied almost 
anywhere in the world if deep 
holes can be drilled, but it is likely 
to find its first application in the 
western United States, which is 
blessed with many sources of hot 
rock close to the surface. 

The system ought to produce very 
cheap power. Drilling the ‘holes will 
cost about $1 million each, and the 

station at the surface will 
be cheap because it needs no fuel, 
no boilers and no fuel-handling 
equipment. Each sourve should have 
a lifetime of 20 years and possibly 
much longer, since the continual 
flow of water through the rock and 
the contraction of the granite as 
it cools may extend the fractured 
region and increase the size of the 
heat reservoir. 

“assuming things go _pretty 
well we can be competitive with coal 
and oil-fired electricity generation,” 
says Morton Smith, “and the sys- 
tem should be clean, safe and un- 
obtrusive.” The danger of creating 
small earthquakes by water pres- 
sure can be avoided, he says, by 
choosing suitable rock formations 
and avoiding high pressures, A geo- 
thermal power station of this type 
should be competitive with conven- 
tional power stations even at small 
sizes. This means that it ought to 
be possible to provide a small 
power station for each community 
rather than needing unsightly trans- 
mission cables to deliver the power 
to the consumer. 

If the technique is so simple why 
hasn't anybody thought of it be- 
fore? “I simply don’t know,” says 
Morton Smith, “but the Atomic 
Energy Commission has been issu- 
ed with a patent for the method to 
keep it in the public domain. We 
didn't want an oil company to come 
in and snap it up.”
